The Nebraskas had the hardest work 
as was the case yesterday. They suf- 
fered most. Colonel Fustan was al- 
ways in the front. He was the first 
man in Malolos, followed by the dash- 
ing Kansas. The Montanas hauled the 
flag^down and Braised their own. The 
prisoners report the rebels are losing 
their strength completely on account 
of desertions. The Americans behaved 
splendidly. A noteworthy feature is 
the patience and endurance of privates.

anything. 


This afternoon the victorious army was 
feasting on cocoanuts and bananas 
and enjoying an earned rest.

fllay Suspend HootlllUe*. 


Washington, March 31—It is believed 


at the war department that General 
Otis will not make a campaign during 
the rainy season, nor is it believed he 
will at present chase the Filipinos into 
the mountain and fasteness of Luzon. 
The officials consider that it is evident 
all the fight in Aguinaldo has been 
whipped out of him, and it la believed 
he cannot hold the Filipino's army to- 
gether much longer. If General Otis 
advises, the war department will ap- 
prove a cessation of active hostilities 
or further forward movement when 
little can be accomplished save the 
chasing of the Filipinos without defi- 
nite results. 


To Enlist the Native*. 


A short rest will determine whether 


the Filipinos intend to keep up a 
guerilla warfare. If so a plan is already 
maturing to meet such a condition. The 
natives will be employed to fight the 
guerillas and the government can give 
them better pay and afford them great- 
er protection than Aguinaldo. There is 
no doubt about the ability to employ 
the natives in this way. If there must 
be guerilla fighting during the rainy 
season, which will soon be upon the 
Philippines, the United States will not 
sacrifice its troops in sucb warfare if 
natives can be obtained. 


Csi(***iB«nw Bast ot Manila* 


The scene of action around Manila 


has shifted materially within in* last 
24 hours. McArthur's advance force,

Major General MacArthur

Malolos, the seat of the so-called in- 
surgent government, at 9:30 this morning, 
the rebels burning the city and simul- 
taneously evacuating it. 


They are now in full retreat toward 


the north, whore Aguinaldo and the 
cabin»t are said to bav* been for two 
days. 


General MacArthur advanced to at- 


tack Malalos at 7 o'clock thU morning*. 
He met with strong opposition, the rebels 
resisting: desperately, but losing heavily. 


General Hate's brigade is advancing 


north from tha waterworks and driving 
the left wing of the enemy acrocs.

that were left in Cuba, and of the 12 
members of the company who gave up 
their lives during the war, all are now 
at their homes. 


A message had been received in Ad- 


ams yesterday afternoon from Lieu- 
tenant O'Brien, to look for the bodies 
this afternoon. There was therefore 
a large crowd at the station when the 
train arrived. Company M, with Cap- 
tain Crosier and Captain Hicks pres- 
ent, was there to do military honor to 
the bodies of the dead comrades, and 
the bells of the town were tolled as 
the train arrived.

hearses at the station and the four 
coffins were taken directly to the ar- 
mory. As each coffin was placed in 
the hearse it was covered

American flag. 


The bodies will lie in state at the

Tomorrow it is expected that 
they will be taken to the vault. 


Neither Major Whipple nor Lieuten- 


ant O'Brien was with the bodies, but 
they are expected either on this after- 
noon's train or on the last train to- 
night.

Mrs. R. Seelig of New York has re- 


ceived a letter, written at the begin- 
ning of the fighting near Manila, from 
her brother, Martin Hildebrandt, a for- 
mer resident of the Tenth ward and a 
member of tho old Ninth regiment, who 
is fighting in the Philippines as a mem- 
ber of Company E, Second Oregon regi- 
ment. 


The letter is dated Feb. 18. It ways: 
"The big fight started last Sunday 


night, aud we are on duty all the time. 
One of our battlea was four hours long. 
Companies G, K and C have gone to 
the front, arid the rest of the regiment 
is on duty in tho city We have lost 59 
dead, and 854 are wounded. We are 
sleeping with our clothes and shoes on 
nights. I don't think we will leave here 
for six months, because there is going 
to be plenty of fighting in a week, and 
we will have oar hands full. We have 
killed 6,000 insurgents, and we have 
our troops as far as 15 miles from Ma- 
nila. Fifteen thousand troops stretch, 
in a carve, from Cavite to the bay, with 
Kansas men nearest the bay, Washing- 
tan next, then the regulars, and we 
cover from them to Cavite. 


"I am tired. I have just come in 


from 48 hours' guard duty on the picket 
line, where it rains ballets all day long. 


"If I don't write again, look in tho 


morning papers and see if I am shot or 
wounded, because I don't know when I 
will get it in the neck from one of the 
insurgents. 


"Tell the old Ninth regiment boys 


W« are having a hard time here. " 


On the 38th Hildebrandt did get

THEY "FIRED LIKE BLAZES." 


Letter Fro*» P*un»ylvn.nla Soldier 


Prior to Him Death In Action. 


The following letter to a friend at 


Mechanicsburg. Pa., was written by 
Oscar Felker of Company C, First South 
Dakota vblunteers, prior to his death in 
action at Caloocan, Philippine Islands, 
Feb. 22: 


"Aa you know by this time, the war 


is on with the insurgents. Our regiment 
was in the charge on Sunday, Feb. 5. 
It was a great sight. I killed two Fili- 
pinos that I know of; may have killed 
more; not sure. There seemed to foe 
thousands of them, and they fired like 
blazes. If they were better marksmen, 
the would clean us up, as they have 
more soldiers than we have. 


"We burn all the buildings as we 


take them. The country around the fir- 
ing line is burning. It ia a grand sight. 


"I felt a little queer when the thing 


opened up, but came around all right 
later on. I don't know how long it will 
last, as we are pushing right through 
to Maloloe, their seat, of government. 
There will be some hot work there, as 
they have that place well fortified."— 
Philadelnbia Pieea. 


Washington, March 31.—The only au- 


thoritative statement yesterday concern- 
ing the latest phase of tliie Samo-an mud- 
dle came from the navy department, 
giving a brief dispatch from Admiral 
Kautz. This threw no light on the lat- 
est outbrea^, a.ti& owing to a tangle of 
dates it sei*vtd only to further involve 
the officiaJ mystery.

Julian Pauncefote aud Baron Sternberg 
were mainly for information, for at 
neither of the embassies had there been 
a report of the occurrences or instruc- 
tions up to the time of the calls. 


The president very much regrets that 


nerious trouble has arisen in Samoa, but 
has requested full Information from our 
officials In Samoa at the earliest poa- 
S'.ble moment. 
It is learned that the 


dispatch of Rear Admiral Kautz, dated 
Samoa, the 16tB, to which he referred 
In his cable dated Auckland yesterday, 
gave the result of his investigations into 
the situation after his arrival. His con- 
clusions fully sustained the contention 
of the British and American consuls, 
which was in exact accord with the con- 
clusions already reached by the British 
naval commander, Captain Sturdee of 
the Porpoisa. 


At the foreign embassies, where the 


Eamoan crisis has been a subject of con- 
sideration of late, considerable anxiety 
was shown yesterday lest the 
affair 


should assume a grave international as- 
pect. 


As to the German attitude It isolated 


positively in a quarter thoroughly fa- 
miliar with German official sentiment 
that the outbreak now reported can un- 
der no circumstances be construed as an 
overt act against Germany, nor as a 
casus bell!. 
This is far fro nasuch a 


source that it largely removes the pos- 
sibility of international complications. 


Admiral Kautz acted within his In- 


structions. 
There is no doubt, with the 


facts now at hand, that Admiral Kautz 
will be sustained by th« United States 
government.

FEELING IN GERMANY. 


Presn and Public Inclined to Aw»U For* 


(her Developments In the Matter, 


Berlin, March 31.—Pending further in- 


formation from Samoa, the German 
press refrains from comment calculated 
to embitter the controversy or to im- 
peril the pending negotiations. 
The 


events that have occurred are deplored, 
mainly because they may influence pub- 
lic opinion adversely to the government's 
policy of cultivating England's friend- 
ship. 
It is feared they may give oc- 


casion to a. suspicious and mistrustful 
section of the public to reproach the 
government with the first fruits Of its 
rapproachment with England and the 
United States. 
On the other hand no 


inclination esSsts to .form a premature 
judgment on the action of Admiral 
Kautz and the British and American offi- 
cials. 


The National Zeltung, commenttag 


upon the Sa/moan situation, says: While 
it appears that Uie American and British 
representative thought the Mataafans 
•were contravening the treaty the meet- 
ing held on file, Piu!a.d.«iphia had no 
jurisdiction, because the unanimous ap- 
proval of tbe thrte consuls Is neqtssary 
tp make aay decisions legal. The Na- 
tional Zeituag adds that further Infor- 
mation is necessary in orden to rhuw 
whether the Aratricane and British had 
sufficient reason for r«*orting to armed 
intervention and concludes with re- 
marking: "Thus far, the only result ap- 
pears to have lx«i destruction and 
anarchy." 


Replying to th« »>:«*'ation» of The 


Daily Chronicle of I/ondon that United

sador. Mr. White, has aroused great. di«- 
|j risfaction in the United States because 
iff his handling the Samo&n question 
practically from the German standpoint. 
It would be honoring The Dally Chronicle 
too much if we were to endeavor to pro- 
tect the American ambassador against 
that absolutely unproved accusation of a 
serious violation of Ms duties.

It must be noted throughout the present 
struggle that the Filipinos have put 
themselves in the wrong. The pie* that 
they are fighting in defense of their 
rights does not hold good in the case of 
Manila, which is the center of European 
interests. America, through no fault of 
her own, has become responsible for the 
good government of the Philippine isl- 
ands and is bound'to suppress AguJnaldo. 
It may tie possible hereafter to give the 
Filipinos local self-government, even In- 
dependence, but for the present it is ab- 
solutely necessary to secure peace at 
Manila for the maintenance of the com- 
merce of the islands. If, by threatening 
this, the Filipino government made it- 
self impossible, the fault lies with itselt 
and not wftfti the United States, for th« 
present galliant troops in the newer west 
are the mandatories of civilization and 
Europe and are carryine on the Tvar in 
tbe interest of peace.

Should Be Heard Before Taking lrr»T. 


oeable Step In the Philippines. 


''Imperialism" Violate! Decla- 


ration of Independence. 


Further Argument by Senator Hear Against 


Administration's Policy. 


MO 


Boston, March 31.—Senator Hoar, In 


a letter made public yesterday, again 
states his opposition to the policy of im- 
perialism. 
He denounces it as a policy 


which, if persisted in, will turn the re- 
public into an empire. 


The letter is in reply to one sent him 


by ex-Governor Boutwell and many 
other citizens, asking him to be 
present at a meeting of the citizens of 
Boston held for the purpose of express- 
ing their sense of obligation to him for 
his "courageous and patriotic defense 
of the principles upon which our govern- 
ment was founded. 


In his letter Senator Hoar says it is 


not worth while to hold a meeting just 
now, 
though it will be advisable to hold 


many of them later, preceding this de- 
cision with a statement to the effect that 
"the time has not yet come for any ser- 
vant of Massachusetts to say anywhere 
what he thinks is right or what she 
thinks is right." Senator Hoar says: 


"An attempt bas been made to per- 


suade the American people that the re- 
sistance to our arms by the people of the 
Philippine islands has been due to those 
who oppose the attempt to subjugata 
them, and who opposed the ratification 
of the treaty by which sovereignty over 
them was purchased and paid for as 
an article of merchandise. There was 
never a more unfounded or a more foolish 
calumny. A strict military censorship 
was exercised over the cable to the 
Philippine islands during the whole 
period." 


After quoting some personal experi- 


ences growing out of his position. Sena- 
tor Hoar says: "The blood of the 
slaughtered Filipinos, the blood and flhe 
wasted health and life of our own sol- 
diers Js upon the heads of those who have 
undertaken to buy a people in the mar- 
ket like sheep, or to treat them as law- 
ful prize or booty of war, to impose a 
government on them without their con- 
sent, and to trample under foot not only 
the people of the Philippine islands, bi:t 
the principles upon which the American 
republic itself rests." 


Continuing, Senator Hoar refers to the 


pledges of the country toward Cutoa, am<S 
the president's declaration that any other 
conduct on our part would have been 
'criminal 
agr&ression.' 
The 
law of 


righteousness and justice on which the 
great and frea American people should 
act, and in the end, I am sure, will act, 
depends not on parallels at latitude and 
meridians ot longitude or points of the 
compass. 


"It is the same yesterday, today and 


forever. It is as true now as when our 
fathers declared ft in 1776. 
It is as bind- 


ing upon William McKinley today as it 
was upon George Washington or Abra- 
ham Lincoln. The only powers of gov- 
ernment the y|herican people can recog- 
nize ar« the just powers, and those pow- 
ers rest upon the consent of the gov- 
erned, 


"No man during thds whole discussion 


has successfully challenged, and no man 
will successfully challenge, the affirma- 
tion that under the constitution of the 
United States the acquisition of terri- 
tory, as of other property, is not a con- 
stitutional end, but only a means to a 
constitutional end, and that while we 
may acquire and hold territory for those 
purposes, the governing of subject peo- 
ples is not a constitutional end, and that 
there is therefore no constitutional war- 
rant for acquiring and holding territory 
for.that purpose." 


Mr. Hoar further says that to leavs 


our own country to stand on foreign soil 
is in violation of the warnings of our 
fathers, and of the farewell address of 
Washington; that there was never a 
tropical colony yet governed with any 
tolerable success without a system of 
contract labor. The trade advantages 
of the Philippine islands, if there be any, 
he argues, must be opened, alike to all 
the world, and our share of them will 
never begto to pay the cost of subjugat- 
ing them by war or holding them in sub- 
jection in peace. 


Aguinaldo and Ms followers, he cays, 


before we began to make war upon them,, 
had conquered their o"wn territory and 
independence from Spain* with the ex- 
ception of a single city, and were getting 
ready to establish a fre* constitution. 
While they are fighting for freedom and 
independence and the doctrines of our 
fathers, we are fighting for the princi- 
ple that one people may control and 
govern another in spite of its resistance 
and against its will. 


Senator Hoar concludes his letter as 


follows: "The question the American 
people are now considering and with 
which fch«y are *bout to deal is not a 
question of a day or of a year, or of an 
administration, or of a ctntury. It is to 
effect and largely determine the whole 
future of the country. We can recover 
from a mistake In regard to other mat- 
ters which have interested or divided the 
people, however important or serious. 
Tariffs, currency and revenue laws, and 
even foreign wars, all.these, as Thomas 
Jefferson said, "are billows that will pass 
under the snip.* But if the republic is 
to violate the law of its being, if it i« to 
be converted into an empire, not only 
the direction of the voyage is to be 
changed, but the chart and the compass 
are to be thrown away. We have not as 
yet taken the irrevocable step. Before 
it Is taken l*t the voice of the whols 
people be heard."

Easter has become almost as distinct- 


ly a, season of gift giving as Christmas. 
It is no longer a festal day celebrated 
by one or two religious creeds, but a 
great religious holiday participated in 
by members of all creeds or no creed at 
all. The German tradition of Easter 
fgg giving, introduced into this country 
by the children of the sturdy German 
immigrants, has grown to proportions 
beyond the dreams or means of the av- 
erage citizen. 


A walk up Broadway or Fifth avenue, 


New Tork, will illustrate this. Souve- 
nire of the most expensive sort are ex- 
hibited in the most fashionable shops. 


The swagger milliner puts out a few 


of the choicest of her spring bonnets in 
the velvet lined show window and calls 
attention to her Easter headgear. The 
great dressmakers have a costume or 
two of eccentric cut disclosed in their 
showcases and labeled Easter gowns, 
the florists' windows are packed with 
gay and grotesque looking specimens 
of. "new Easter blossoms," and the jew- 
elers, even unto Biffany the supreme, 
get out gold and jewels and, fashion- 
ing them into rare and curious patterns, 
put them on the shelf and call attention 
to the "latest Easter novelties." The 
bookshops display a bewildering array 
of dainty Easter booklets and cards and 
tiny things in silver and ivory and 
mother of pearl that are especially pre- 
pared for the giver of Easter gifts. The 
Women's Exchange and the Young Wo- 
men's Christian association workrooms 
are thronged with eager sightseers, anx- 
ious to note the newest ideas in the so 
called Easter fancy work- In fact, Eas- 
ter has come to be not only a great re- 
ligious festival, but a mighty commer- 
cial saturnalia, in which the hosts of 
Mammon profit apparently as much as 
the powers of light Indeed one mer- 
chant assured me that Easter and 
Cbristmai were his own most profita- 
ble seasons. 


Since Easter has acquired a place as a 


gift exchanging time, each v, nmufi wants 
to know what is the fashionable thing 
to give. 


Boxes of candy are always acceptable 


presents. Some of the most expensive 
Easter boxes are covered with satin- 
white to be adorned with a spray of 
white lilies, yellow to bear a cluster 
of springlike daffodils, purple to dis- 
play a bunch of artificial violets and 
pink to show a cluster of azaleas or 
Japanese plum blossoms. On the cheap- 
er boxes the flowers are only stamped, 
and large bows of bright colored satin 
ribbon are chosen to give color to the 
box.

small sweeties. A plaster egg mounted 
on funny little feet and 
having a 


grotesque head above will not only 
amuse the most serious minded child, 
but prove a source of more solid satis- 
faction when it is found that the head 
may be screwed off and that the egg is 
full of sweetmeats. 


Nothing could be curminger than the 


white plaster rabbits with round glass 
eyes and capacious sides crammed with 


the feast of spring, and it was quite 
natural that the reappearance of the 
flowers should be prominently noted.

EASTER EGGS OF AIL SORTS. 


To vary the monotony of, the time 


honored Easter eggs, dyed red, green 
and blue and all piled together in gaudy 
array, here is a suggestion which a 
mother or a big sister may follow to the 
delight_of the small persons in the fam- 
ily:The Ken's egg has come to be such a 
common affair that even cookbooks use 
it as a butter measure. How delightful 
it would be if one might add other 
birds' eggs to the Easter collection!

HINTS TO WOMEN CARVERS. 


Orange Chip*. '. 


Take the rinds of some nice large or- 


anges, cut them into strips and weigh 
them. Place them in boiling water and 
cook until they are tender. Place on 
sieves and put in the screen or coo! 
oven until dry. To two pounds of fruit 
take two pounds of best loaf sugar and 
a pint and a half of water. Boil the sug- 
ar and water together until there is a 
nice clear sirup. Place the orange strips 
in a dish, pour the sirup over, and al- 
low them to soak in the sirup for 24 
hours. Then strain the sirup off from 
the orange strips, boil it until it crac- 
kles and pour it boiling over the orange 
rinds. Again let them stand for 24 hours. 


This process may be repeated a third 


and fourth time. To know when sugar 
crackles dip a clean stick into the boil- 
ing sugar and then plunge it immedi- 
ately into cold water. If the sugar that 
hangs to the stick becomes at once 
hard, in kitchen parlance the sugar is 
said to crackle. When the crystallizing 
process has been repeated often enough, 
the orange chips must be dried in the 
screen or cool oven or In the sun.

should be and that all strings and

brought to the table. Make sure that 
your knife is sharp and has a good 
edge before commencing, for it is rath- 
er awkward for a woman to use the 
steel at the table. 
Turkey, chicken, 


goose and duck should be placed on 
the dish with their heads to the left. 
Small birds, such as grouse or par- 
tridges, should be placed across the 
dish with their heads farthest from 
you. 


A haunch of venison should be carv- 


ed with the loin or backbone nearest 
the carver, a leg of mutton or veal 
with the thickest part toward the back 
of the dish, a shoulder of mutton or 
veal with the thickest part up, and a. 
sirloin roast or a rib roast should have 
the backbone at the right of the dish. 


The sirloin steak should have the ten- 


derloin next to the carver, a fillet of 
beef should have the thickest end at 
the right side of the dish, and a saddle 
of mutton should be placed with the 
tail end to the left of the carver. 


The positions mentioned should be 


carefully observed if one expects to do 
good work in this line. 


To carve a leg of mutton or lamb 


place the fork firmly in the top, turn it 
in toward you and cut thin, even slices 
through to the bone; then slip the knife - 
under and cut them away from the 
bone. Roasts of beef should be carved 
in very thin slices across the grain. 


The shoulder of lamb or mutton is a 


difficult piece to carve, but it will be 
much easier if, when the joint is or- 
dered, the butcher is instructed to re- 
move the large bones. Practice in carv- 
ing this joint is better than any direc- 
tions. 


In carving a roast chicken first re- 


move the leg, then the wing, then the 
leg and wing from the other side and 
separate the joints. Carve the breast 
on each side, remove the wishbone, sep- 
arate the collar bone and shoulder 
blades, separate the breastbone from 
the back, then the back from the bod/ 
and then the side bones.

a small deposit with them to sell what 
i*s known as "Herbs of Life," a cure-all 
remedy. They took up their residence 
at the Pearl street hotel, and soon af- 
ter they had registered they were con- 
ducted to the first precinct station as 
suspicious characters and warned by 
Captain Sheridan. At that time no 
complaints had been 
made against 


them, and the captain was powerless 
to even lock the men up. 


But the swindlers disregarded the 


warning:, and so far as is kncmn they 
profited at the expense of at least five 
young men, two of whom are

Schenectady. One of the latter called 
at police headquarters yesterday and 
was referred to Judge Brady to secure 
warrants for the swindlers.
